CABLE  TELEVISION  ENQUIRY: 

Tattersall’s  Club  Members  Well  Represented  in  Tribunal 

The  Australian  Broadcasting  Tribunal's  Cable  Television  Enquiry 
Members  and  Associates  held  a  dinner  party  at  Tattersall's  in  December  to 
celebrate  the  conclusion  of  the  public  enquiry  portion  of  the  investigation 
into  the  introduction  of  cable  and  radiated  subscription  televison  to 
Australia  for  the  Australian  Government. 

The  enquiry  commenced  when  the  Minister  issued  the  terms  of 
reference  in  July  1980,  and  the  dinner  party  marked  the  end  of  nine  weeks 
of  public  enquiry  in  Sydney,  Adelaide  and  Melbourne.  The  Tribunal  is 
expected  to  have  its  report  handed  to  the  Minister  for  Communications, 
The  Honourable  Ian  Sinclair,  MP,  in  June  this  year. 

The  purpose  of  the  report  is  to  set  out  the  findings  of  the  Tribunal's 
enquiry  into  the  "if,  when  and  how"  of  the  introduction  of  either  or  both  of 
these  services  into  Australia. 

Cable  television,  although  not  a  new  technology,  is  currently  enjoying 
dynamic  growth  in  the  USA  and  Canada  and  is  just  commencing 
operation,  mostly  in  experimental  forms,  in  many  other  countries  in  the 
world.  Present  at  the  dinner  were  also  Mr  Brian  Connolly,  Secretary  of  the 
Tribunal.
